An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

The application has been amended as follows: 

At claim 18, line 1, - 16 - has been inserted after the word "claim". (This corresponds 
to the claim dependency that was in the claim amendment of 5/12/06.) 

Claims 17, 34-41, and 45-61 have been canceled. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
As per independent claim 1, the prior art does not teach the domestic heat and power 
system combination as recited, and in particular wherein the dchp unit controller is operable to 
determine operating times of the dchp unit in accordance with the heating or hot water schedule 
provided by the programmer module and to provide the dchp unit operating times to the energy 
scheduler; and the energy scheduler is operable to receive the dchp unit operating times and to 
determine operating times of the domestic appliance using the dchp unit operating times. 

As per independent claim 15, the prior art does not teach the domestic heat and power 
system combination as recited, and in particular wherein at least one other home provided with a 
local energy scheduler arranged to communicate with the hub controller and a domestic

appliance in that home and being operable to receive power requirement information from the 
domestic appliance and to pass the information to the hub controller, wherein the hub controller 
is operable to determine operating times of the domestic appliance using the dchp unit operating 
times and to pass the domestic appliance operating times to the local energy scheduler that, in 
turn, causes the domestic appliance to operate in accordance with that schedule.
